This is John from ANTISECT, writing to tell 
you exactly what has been happening to us for 
the last two years, because most of wnat I have 
read about us in your wonderful magazine, 
appears to have been sent in to you by people 
who don't know what’s going on at all. 

Well, Rich Hill (vocals), left the band in 
June 1984 because he wanted a change, and 
was in the middle of lots of interesting projects 
of his own. We all still see him regularly and he 
is very healthy, happy and has n£. drug 
problems! 

Caroline (vocals) left the band in 
December 1984 after our tour of Italy, because 
she wanted to start another band. Since then, 
she has been writing alot of interesting material, 
and performing it alone at various gigs, up and 
down Britain. She keeps closely in touch with 
us and is still a very good friend of ANTISECT. 

Pete Boyce (vocals) left us in March 1985 
due to other commitments elsewhere. He too 
stays in touch and has ng drug problems. 

ANTISECT has consequently been 
operating as a three piece, very successfully,

Holland in May last year. I took too many drugs 
and made myself physically and mentally ill, so I 
had to come back to England half way through 
the tour. So ANTISECT were without a bass 
player/ vocalist and had to cancel the remaining 
dates on the tour. 

Once we were all back home again, and 
had recovered my sanity, we didT a very 
successful British tour and we wrote lots of new 
material. ANTISECT felt very good about things 
at this point, and very optimistic about the future. 

This month we released a 7 inch called 
Out From The Void , which should be available 
^n the States as well,, we hope. Also , we are in 
the middle of recording another album, with the 
financial help of CONFLICT to whom we are 
very grateful. This will probably be released in 
March this year, and we are very pleased with it. 
Musically, we have changed a bit since the last 
album, but it is what we want to do, and we 
enioy it, and hope other people do too. The 
British audiences seem to have approved the 
change anyway. Lyrically, we are much more 
widened in our subject matter, and a little bit 
less direct in our statements. We have found 
that we can get away with saying much more, if 
we are a bit cryptic about it, so benefiting us a 
lot. 

Finally, I am leaving the band at the end of 
February, and Laurence, who used to play for 
ANTHRAX is to take over for me as bass player. 
ANTISECT will be very much alive in 1986. 

As for me, I am hoping to visit the States 
this year, and maybe get a Band together while 
I'm tnere to do a few gigs maybe. 

Well, while I'm writing this, I might as well 
tell you briefly what’s going on here (with bands 
other than ANTISECT): DIRT will be releasing a

WELL THE BAND I HAD THE MOST INVOLVEMENT IN WAS THE INSANE, AND THAT WAS THE 
BAND WHICH I FORMED BEFORE JOINING- DISCHARGE. THERE WERE ALOT OF EGO PROBLEMS 
IN THAT BAND WHICH LED TO THE INEVITABLE VARIOUS LINE UP CHANGES (18 IN ALL) 

BUT IT WAS FUN WHILE IT LASTED. THE OTHERS WERE INTO CLASH / UK SUBS STYLE 
PUNK AND I WAS MORE INTO THE HARDCORE STYLE THAT WAS COMING THROUGH AT THE 
TIME. I JOINED DISCHARGE AS A REPLACEMENT FOR TEZZ IN 1980. WE REHEARSED 
FOR TWO WEEKS EVERY DAY THE RECORDED "WHY" IN ONE TAKE PLUS ONE SET OR 
OVERDUBS FOR GUITAR AND VOCALS. 

THE APOCALYPSE TOUR WAS ANNOUNCES WHICH I DID. I GUESS AT THE TIME I STILL 
COULN'T BELIEVE THAT I WAS IN THIS BAND AND TOURING WITH THESE OTHER GROUPS 
WHOSE RECORDS I WAS BUYING. IT WAS ALL VERY OVERWHELMING FOR ME AND I WAS 
STILL ONLY 17 AT THE TIME AND (THEY WERE ALREADY IN THEIR 20'S) HAD IN FACT 
ONLY BEEN PLAYING DRUMS FOR 6 MONTHS. WILL AS YOU CAN IMAGINE I WAS QUITE 
NERVOUS COMING IN AS A OUTSIDER AND WELL I NEVER REALLY FELT COMFORTABLE
